A most excellent biographical ency- 
clopedia made on the plan of the British 
Dictionary of national biography. It 
contains no living persons, and no per- 
sons who have not lived in the territory 
now known as the United States. It in- 
cludes only those who have made some 
significant contribution to American 
life in its manifold aspects. 

There is a brief signed sketch of the 
life including the parentage and some- 
times the genealogy, but most of the 
space is devoted to setting forth those 
things accomplished by the subject 
which have made him worthy of a place 
in the dictionary. The accounts are 


fresh and from first hand sources, but 
are not eulogistic family estimates as 
in other biographical encyclopedias re- 
viewed in this issue. Authors included 
are quoted. 

There are no illustrations. The al- 
phabetical arrangement makes an in- 
dex unnecessary. There is a short, well 
selected bibliography at the end of 
each article. 

The reasonable price for this schol- 
arly work is explained by the fact that 
Mr. Ochs on behalf of the New York 
Times helped to finance the undertak- 
ing. 

The volumes are coming out at the 
rate of three a year, and this will enable 
all but the smallest library to acquire 
the set without feeling too great a drain 
upon its resources. To date there are 
five volumes, Abbe to Eberle. Recom- 
mended. 


From fifteen subscription sets listed in this January number of the 
Subscription Books Bulletin the Dictionary of American Biography was 
one of three to receive an unqualified recommendation.

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EDITORIAL NOTES 


BOOKS ABROAD 
by Carl B. Roden, Librarian of the Chicago Public Library 


};00KS ABROAD IS THE SUCCINCT TITLE of an attractive little quarterly 
published at the University of Oklahoma, whose objectives are well 
stated in the editorial announcement in the first number, issued in 
January, 1927. “They are,” say the editors of themselves, “undertak- 
ing to distribute four times a year a little magazine of really useful 
information concerning the more important book publications of Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Spain, Belgium, Switzerland, the South Amer- 
ican republics, and perhaps other countries.” They are still, after four 
years, doing just that, and doing it so competently, withal, that Books 
Abroad should be on the desk of every librarian who is confronted 
with the problem of foreign book selection in an American public 
library, large or small, or who may be personally interested in keeping 
informed on the literary progress of the world. 

Prof. Roy Temple House, who started and still edits this unique 
periodical, is head of the modern language department of the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma. His editorial colleagues and his contributors 
are members of modern language faculties, specialists, graduate stu- 
dents, and persons of similar authority. Frequently the leading articles 
are the work of foreign critics writing in their own tongue. The latest 
number of Books Abroad, for example, includes a charming and pun- 
gent little “Essay about myself” in Spanish by Ernesto Gimenez Cabal- 
lero, the brilliant young novelist and editor of Madrid; a rapid survey, 
likewise in Spanish, of contemporary Cuban writers; the second of 
two articles in French on Belgian literature, and one of Prof. Albert 
Schintz’s French radio talks on the modern French novel. There are, 
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besides, several English contributions, among them an informing note 
on the rather puzzling functions of the League of Nations Committee 
on Intellectual Codperation. Always these articles are valuable, read- 
able—and brief. 

To the harassed librarian, however, the several departments headed 
300ks in German, Books in French—Spanish—Italian, down to Books 
in Various Languages, which fill by far the largest part of each num- 
ber, will appear of primary interest, and may be freely commended 
as a thoroughly reliable and, for his purpose, a quite adequate source 
of information about the new books in the languages covered. The 
reviews are concise, short—rarely over two hundred words—and 
usually sufficiently descriptive. All are signed and the reviewers are 
persons entitled to speak with authority. Publishers and prices are 
given in nearly every instance. Only one caveat needs to be added, 
namely, that the viewpoint is consistently scholarly rather than pop- 
ular, a library distinction which librarians will understand, and that 
it is strictly “continental” and “adult,” which, being interpreted, 
means that considerations of the fitness of a book virginibus puerisque 
do not often vex the writers of these fine and competent notes. Thus, 
a novel commended for its admirable portrayal of “certain phases of 
life in Berlin” might meet with something less than approval from 
the pre-war German matron addicted to Courths-Mahlerand Heim- 
burg. This, again, is a qualification which American librarians will 
understand. 

Books Abroad is published at the University of Oklahoma Press, 
Norman, Oklahoma. Somewhere in the above remarks it has been 
called unique, and perhaps several of its claims to uniqueness have 
become apparent in the context. However, the most “unique” of its 
attributes still remains to be mentioned, namely, that Books Abroad, 
to quote once more: “will be sent without charge to college and public 
libraries, as well as to individuals who may be interested.”

More than a year before typesetting began on the new 
twelve volume work, many librarians connected with state 
departments of education, city school systems and public 
libraries were interviewed in person and by letter in order 
to secure their opinions and suggestions as to improvements 
which might be made in the ten volume World Book. The 
alphabetical arrangement of all topics, including cross- 
references was one of the suggestions which was practically 
unanimous.
